OTTAWA,  Jan.  50.— That  the  flrat 
official  explanation  of  the  propoaed  re- 
ciprocity arrangement  should  have  been 
furnished  to  the  Canadian  newspaper.

WASHINGTON,  Jan.  30.— "The  con- 
sumers of  the  city  of  Seattle  are  being 
mulcted  out  of  very  large  sums  of  money 
each  year,  and  competition  is  no  longer 
on  a  fair  and  honest  basis  as  a  result 
of  the  neglect  of  the  city  to  provide 
proper  protection  to  the  inhabitants  in 
this  Important  matter.  Only  31  per  cent 
of  the  scales  tested  can  be  listed  as 
correct,  the  usual  tolerance  of  3  per  cent 
being  allowed.  Of  the*..,  listed  as  Inac- 
curate, 8«  per  cent  were  In  favor  Of  the 
user,  while  only  14  per  cent  gave  over- 
weight." 

The  foregoing  is  one  of  the  statements 
made  by  F.  8.  Holbrook,  inspector  of 
weights  and  measures  in  the  Bureau  of 
Standards,  In  an  official  report  to  Direc- 
tor S.  W.  Strattan,  on  an  investigaUon 
of  the  scales  and  measures  used  by  Se- 
attle merchants  and  dealers  in  all  kinds 
of  commodities  and  food  supplies.

A    NEW    DOCTRINE 

With  the  personal  differences  be- 
tween Mr.  John  Jardine.  M.P.P..  and 
the  Esquimau  Liberal  Association  we 
have  nothing  to  do.  They  can  set- 
tle them  amongst  themselves  without 
our  assistance.  But  with  the  doctrine 
enunciated  by  the  Association  In  their 
resolution  calling  upon  Mr.  Jardine 
to  resign  his  seat  In  the.  legislature  we 
all  have  something  to  do.  because  we 
are  ail  alike  interested  In  the  proper 
working  out  bf  the  principles  of  rep- 
resentative government. 

Mr.  Jardine  is  called  upon  to  re- 
sign because  he  no  longer  represents 
the  views  which  the  Association  thinks 
are  held  by  the  Liberals  of  Esqui- 
mau. Specifically,  the  reason  Is  that 
he  supports  the  railway  policy  of  the 
provincial  government,  for,  as  far  as 
we  have  been  able  to  observe,  there 
has  been  no  other  question  before  the 
legislature  upon  which  party  lines 
were  drawn.  Before  the  election.  Mr. 
Jardine  declared  In  a  speech  delivered 
at  Esquimau  that  he  would  support 
any  reasonable  railway  policy  that 
would  ensure  the  development  of  the 
Island,  and  as  between  a  candidate 
and  his  supporters  he  was  quite  with- 
in his  rights  in  voting  for  the  rail- 
way policy  of  the  government.  But 
whatever,  difference  of  opinion  there 
may  be  upon  "that  point,  and  that  is 
purely  a  personal  matter,  the  principle 
that  Is  enunciated  as  the  new  Liber- 
alism^—the  astounding  thing  that  a 
representative  may  not  support  a 
measure  of  which  his  friends  do  not 
approve — Is  a  position  that  cannot  be 
supported  for  a  single  moment.  It  is 
a  new  doctrine  that  a  member  of  the 
Legislature  has  no  right  to  vote 
against  the  party  to  which  he  belongs.

A  YOUNG   MAN'S  LAND 


THE    RAILWAY   ACT. 


The  new  Railway  Act,  Introduced 
by  the  Attorney -General  yesterday  Is 
a  very  comprehensive  and  important 
measure.  It  creates  a  Department  or 
Railways  and  provides  ror  a  Minister 
to  preside  over  It.  To  the  general 
public  the  most  interesting  feature  of 
the  measure  is  that  which  provides 
for  the  incorporation  of  railway 
companies.  After  the  proposed  law 
comes  Into  force  it  will  be  necessary 
ror  persons  to  apply  to  the  Legis- 
lature ror  a  charter  of  Incorporation 
as  a  railway  company,  but  any  five 
persons  may  subscribe  a  memoran- 
dum of  incorporation  declaring  what 
line  they  wish  to  build  and  each  or 
them  Is  to  become  liable  by  virtue 
of  his  subscription  to  take  and  pay 
for  shares  in  the  capital  stock  of  the 
■company  amounting  to  $10,000  each. 
This  memorandum  or  Association 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Registrar  of 
Joint  Stock  Companies  and  also  with 
the  Minister  of  Railways,  and  the 
sum. of  $15,000.  shall  also  be  paid,  to 
the  Minister  within  thirty  days  after 
the  memorandum  has  been  filed  with 
the  Registrar,  and  within  ninety  days 
thereafter  the  Minister  shall  deter- 
mine the  capitalisation  of  the  com- 
pany and  the  other  essential  fea- 
tures of  its  organization.  There  are 
many  other  provisions  in  the  Bill,  but 
those  mentioned  are  the  most  Impor- 
tant. Aa  far  as  It  1*  possible  to  Judge 
from  hasty  examination,  the  Act 
seems  to  have  been  drawn  with  a 
great  deal  of  care.  Its  provisions  call 
for  a  good  deal  of  consideration,  and 
we  are  confident  that  the  Attorney. 
General  will  welcome  the  moot 
searching  analysis  of  them.  Many  of

Those  of  us  who  used  to  sit  In  the 
galleries  not  so  very*  long  »«°  »nd  look 
down  upon  the  assembled  wisdom  of 
the  province  as  it  was  gathered  to- 
gether In  the  Legislative  Chamber 
across  James  Bay.  were  accustomed  to 
remark  upon  the  great  number  of 
bright  and  shining  Intellects,  externally 
considered,  that  used  to  catch  and  re- 
flect the  rays  of  the  sun  or  of  the  elec- 
tric lights  as  the  case  might  be.  Of 
course  there  were  varying  degrees  of 
brilliancy  with  which  these  domes  of 
thought  shone,  but  they  were  exposed 
almost  at  every  other  desk.  Now 
when  we  look  from  the  gallery  we  see 
at  the  majority  ot  desks  a  good  head 
of  hair.  All  this  means  that  younger 
men  are  coming  to  the  rront,  and  this 
Is  Just  as  It  ought  to  be,  ror  this  is  a 
province  for  young  men. 

But  what  we  have  in  mind  especi- 
ally is  this  city  of  Victoria.  We  have 
a  few  of  the  younger  men  In  the  City 
Council;  and  we  have  not  the  least 
doubt  about  their  making  good;  but 
the  younger  members  of  the  commun- 
ity as  a  rule  are  not  taking  a  suffi- 
ciently active  part  In  Its  public  life. 
There  are  some  exceptions,  but  they 
are  altogether  too  few.  There  Is  one 
set  of  the  younger  men,  who  are  con- 
spicuous for  their  absence  from  public 
movements  of  any  kind.  The  reference 
Is  to  young  men  from  England  and 
from  the  Eastern  Provinces,  but  more 
e*reclally  the  former.  They  take  an 
active  part  In  businesa  in  their  Special 
lines,  and  so  far  as  any  one  on  the  out- 
side can  judge  they  are  doing  well.  But 
they  are  In  the  city,  and  not  Just  as 
much  of  the  city  as  they  ought  to  be. 
We  are  very  sure  that  the  opinions  and 
Ideas  of  this  element  of  the  commun- 
ity on  public  questions  would  be  of 
very  great  value,  and  we  hope  that  it 
will  be  possible  hereafter  to  record  that 
they  take  a  more  direct  interest  in  all 
question  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of 
the  city  and  province. 

British  Columbia  is  emphatically  a 
young  man's  country.  It  is  only  on 
the  threshhold  of  development.  The 
younger  men.  who  will  have  to  work 
out  provincial  problems,  ought  to  see 
to  It  that  their  views  are  recognized  in 
the  treatment  of  those  problems  during 
their  initial  stages.  While  we  have 
placed  special  stress  upon  the  duty  of 
young  Englishmen  In  that  regard,  we 
do  so  only  because  this  article  Is  in- 
tended In  the  nature  of  an  Invitation 
to  them  to  come  more  prominently  to 
the  front  In  public  matters,  not  as  Eng- 
lishmen only,  but  as  Canadians  and 
members  of  the  citizens  of  the  Empire. 
But  what  has  been  said  in  respect  to 
them  applies  with  equal  force  to  the 
ycunger  generation  of  British  Colum- 
bians and  the  younger  men  who  have 
come  from  the  eastern  part  of  Canada 
to  take  part  In  the  development  of  this 
Far  West.  There  Is  a  field  wide  en- 
ough ror  them  all.

Fearing  that 
the  company  would  be  called  upon  to 
pay  a  heavy  fine  should  the  fugitive 
escape,  the  captain  appealed-  to  the 
police,  giving  a  detailed  description  of 
Vwobsker,  who  is  absolutely  penniless 
and  practically  in  rags.

FELL    THROUGH,  SKYLIGHT 

Thomas    Holland    Suetains    Fractured 

Thigh  Through   Peculiar 

Accident 


Stepping  upon  a  sky  light,  which, 
being  made  of  frosted  glass,' appeared 
to  him  to  be  part  of  the  solid  roof, 
Thomas  Holland,  a  roomer  In  the  Syl- 
vester Block,  Yates  street,  suffered  a 
fractured  thigh  and  nearly  lost  his 
life  last  night  shortly  after  8  o'clock. 
He  is  now  in  the  Royal  Jubilee  Hos- 
pital, suffering  great  pain. 

Holland  had  left  his  room  and  was 
walking  on  the  roof  at  the  rear  of  the 
building.

The  police  were  noti- 
fied and  the  injured  man  taken  to  the 
hospital,  whet*  his  Injuries  were  at* 
tended  to.

The  death  occurred  at  the  family 
icsidence  'of  his  niece,  922  Mason 
street,  yesterday  of  Andrew  Shaw,  one 
of  the  roster  of  Victoria's  now  dwindl- 
ing list  of  pioneers.

every  day  from  sunrise,  to  sunset.  Flags 
have  been  hoisted  in  consequence  on 
the  post  office,  court  house,  marine  de- 
partment building  and  other  Dominion 
bid  I  dings.

In  thovsands  of 
homes   in   Quebec   and   throughout   the 
Northwest,   women  m   humble     homes 
are    providing    themselves    and      their 
children   with  needed  comforts  by  the 
sale    of     hand-made     fabrics  or     em- 
broideries.

Speaking  of  the  work  of  the  Vic- 
torian order.  Miss  Kennedy  explained 
that  It  was  sick  nursing.  The  nurae 
goes  to  the  sick  room,  attends  to  the 
patient's  needs  and  leavea  her  com- 
fortable. She  leavea  a  record  of  the 
oaae  for  the  doctor's  guidance  and  re- 
turns again  when  neceasary.  But  she 
does  not  wait  upon  the  other  mem- 
bers  of   the   household. 

No  one  who  employa  a  nurse  of  the 
Victorian  order  need  feel  that  she  la 
accepting  charity.  A  sum  ranging 
from  $4  to  »6  a  week  Will  be 
charged  according  to  the  ability  of  the 
wage-earner  of  the  family  to  pay. 
The  services  ot  the  nurae  are  given 
freely  to  thoae  in  want  but  no  one 
outside  can  tell  who  does  or  does  not 

pay. 

If  reports  are  true  there  will  be  a 
field  In  Victoria  for  the  work  of  this 
order  of  visiting  nurses,  and  it  will  not 
be  long  before  Nurae  Kennedy  wlU 
need  a  helper.  ' 

Laat  vear  Miss  Kennedy  was  en- 
trusted "with  the  very  Important  work 
of  supervising  the  Clean  Milk  Depot 
for  babies  in  Hamilton,  Ontario. 
Through  her  instrumentality  many  in- 
fant lives  were  spared.  Her  experi- 
ence in  this  work  and  the  knowledge 
she  has  gained  should  be  of  great 
value  in  her  worl^sfliong  the  alck 
mothers  and  children  ^t  this  ci.y.  it 
looks  as  «  MJ.s  >rd  McKensie.  the 
Head  of  the  order,. ,j»d  *etad  with  her 
usual  discretion  fn  appointing  her 
flrat  aupervlaor  for  Victoria  and  all 
women  workera  w|H  wish  Miss  Ken- 
nedy success  in  her  work  and  happi- 
ness In  her  new  home. 

Toronto  has  been  forced  by  the  new 
health   officer  to  enter  upon  a     cam- 
paign of  civic  housecleanlng.     To  as- 
sist   in    this,    four    women    inspectors 
have  been  appointed   by   the  board  of 
control.    They  will  visit  the  congested 
districts   and   help   to    form    a   scheme 
for  placing  the  poor  In  better  bouse* 
end  doing  away  wjth  the  alums.    The 
need  for  such  work  In  a  city  of  Can- 
ada which  la  improving  and  enlarging 
rapidly  la  a 'warn!**  to  western  cities 
ot  prevent  the  growth  of  similar  con- 
ditions.   We  hear  a  great  deal  In  these 
days  about   preventive   medicine     and 
conservation.      If    ft    la    Important    to 
keep  the  Ind^viduarwell.  It  la  no  less 
necessary    to  prevents  the     conditions 
from    growing   up   In    the   city    which 
make     health     imposalble.     This     has 
never  been  done  In  modern  times.  All 
great  cltlea  have  quarters  where  hu- 
man beings  live  together  In     poverty 
wKh  lt>  consequent   want  of  cleanli- 
ness and  misery. 

We  expect  to  have  a  large  city     in 
Victoria.     Must  we  also  have  narrow 
streets,  over-crowded,  wretched  houses 
and  hungry  children?     There  are  few 
signs  now  thai  auch  may  be  the  caae. 
But  every  day  brlnga  evidence  that  it 
la  only  by  vigilance  end  forethought 
that   sunless  room*,  dark  alleys,  un- 
dralned  streets  and  other  such  condi- 
tions may  be  avoided.     The     woman 
who.  that  she  nwtf  live  In  luxury  or 
leave  a  fortune  ■to.hto'  children,  con- 
sents to  the  plan  ot  building  two    or 
three  houses  on  one  lot  a^"™*™"* 
towards  creating  a  slum.    ™iwwW™ 
who  sit  quietly  by.  white  bulM*"*l2i 
squares   and   streets.   »•»'*»»,  *J*Jf 
to  rest  .will  be  responsible  if  in .the 
future  the  want  of    breathing    plAcea 
contribute  to  moraraad  ^yj«*«  •'Jj 
The  slum  is  the  raaoit  of  aai^hnesa.

There  la  in  Victoria  much  dlasatla- 
faction  concerning  the  milk  supply. 
We  have  an  inspection  for  butter  fat 
but  consumers  have  no  guarantee  that 
the  milk  they  use  and  give  their  chil- 
dren is  either  clean,  fresh  or  free  from 
adulteration.  Many  who  gat  milk 
from  neighbors  believe  they  have 
solved  the  problem.  Some  famlllea 
keep  at  no  HtUe  expenditure  of  , 
money  and  trouble,  a  cow  of  their  own , 
In  order  that  the  milk  aupplied  to  the 
children  may  be  wholesome.  But  very 
soon  Victoria  will  be  too  closely 
populated  to  allow  of  even  these  ex- 
ceptions. It  Is  manifestly  time  that 
every  user  of  milk  In  this  city  should 
be  assured  of  the  wholesomenesa  of 
the  milk  bought. 

But  some  may  ask  why  la  there  any 
need  of  making  regulations?  What 
right  has  anyone  to  auspect  that  milk 
comes  from  dirty  dalrlea  and  Is  care- 
lessly handled  by  employees  whose 
hands  and  dreas  are  not  clean?  Why 
ahould  anyone  auppoae  that  dairymen 
preserve  their  milk  artiflcally?  Did 
not  mothers  bring  up  healthy  and 
large  families  when  no  one  thought  of 
questioning  that  milk  was  their  nat- 
ural food  and  when  all  milk  was 
looked  upon  as  wholesome? 

These  are  some  of  the  questions  to 
which  all  who  look  for  a  reform  In 
this  matter  must  give  an  answer  If 
the  community  as  a  whole  Is  to  be 
aroused  to  the  necessity  of  making 
and  forcing  lawa  which  will  supply 
Victoria  with  milk  fit  to  nourlah 
children. 

In  the  flrat  place  it  must  be  admit- 
ted that  there  are  dairymen  whb  sell 
their  own  milk  who  are  careful.  They 
seldom  buy  an  additional  supply  and. 
If  they  do.  Uke  pains  to  see  that  It  is 
as  good  as  their  own.  Their  cans  are 
carefully  washed  and  their  milk  reaches 
the  consumer  within  the  shortest  pos- 
sible time  after  It  comes  from  the 
cow. 

It  is  true  that  cans  are  objection- 
able from  many  poUUs  of  view  but  If 
delivered  In  the  early  mornlng^rom  a 
dairy  very  near  town  the  freshness  of 
the  milk  Is  a  compensation  and  the 
mother  who  observes  proper  care  may 
use  auch  milk  without  great  ahxl»ty 
for  the  health  of  her  little  ones. 

But  let  the  mothers  who  believe  that 
much  of  the  milk  delivered  In  Victoria 
is  of  this  character  take  a  drive 
iv.rn  i,h  the  city  suburbs.  They  will 
see  that  the  old  pasture  fields  have 
disappeared.  Some  of  them  have  be- 
come part  ot  the  city  and  atreeu- and 
sidewalks  bordered  by  pretty  bunga- 
low's occupy  the  subdivisions.  Further* 
out  there  are  strawberry,  gardens  and

Empress  hotel.  In  an  Interview  he 
aaid  he  had  noticed  that  a  resolution 
tad  been  Introduced  in  the  legislature 
by  Mr.  Hawthornethwalte  condemning 
the  government  of  Japan  because  of 
the  execution  of  Kotuku  and  the  other 
anarchists  at  Tokyo,  and  he  regretted 
that  the  Introducer  of  this  resolution 
had  not  been  informed  better  wHh 
regard  to  this  affair  as  he  considered 
It  likely  that  the  resolution  would  not 
have  been  introduced  had  this  been 
the  case.  He  felt  that  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  his  country  In  British  Col- 
umbia it  was  his  duty  to  point  out 
that  Kotuku  and  his  party  were  not. 
socialists,    but    anarchists. 

Kotuku  and  those  with  him  who  paid 
the   penalty   of  their  crimes  at  Tokyo 
were  anarchists,   not  BociallstB  in  any 
sense  of  the  word  and  as  a  meanB  of 
propagating   their   principles   they   had 
fixed    upon    the   autumn    of   last    year 
for   the  execution   of  a  reglcidal    plot 
against  the  Imperial  House,  to  be  fol- 
lowed by  the  assassination  of  the  Min- 
isters   of   State   and    the   seizure     and 
plunder  of  public  property.     This  was 
clearly  proved  by  the  confessions  of  a 
majority  of  the  accused,  by  the  exist- 
ence   of    bombs    and    other    evidences. 
This  being  an  offence  set  forth  In  Ar- 
ticle 73  of  the  Criminal  Code,  it  comes 
under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Court  of 
Cassation  which  has  special  power  to 
make  final  decision  at  the  first  trial, 
as   provided   for   in   Article   50,    Clause 
2   of   the  Law   of '  Construction  of  the 
Law  Courts  and  also  in  Chapter  7  of 
the   Penal    Procedure  Law, 

••Such  statutes,"  he  continued,  "are 
not. peculiar  to  our  country.  -l In  Ger- 
many also.

»ime,  requested  the  President  of  the 
Court  or  Cassation  to  order  a  pre- 
liminary examination  of  the  case. 

"Th^  President  of  the  Court  of  Cas- 
sation ordered  the  Judge  of  the  Tokyo 
Local  Court  to  make  such  prelimin- 
ary examination.  The  latter  Judge, 
after  preliminary  examination  of  each 
and  every  person  against  whom  action 
had  been  taken  by  the  Public  Procur- 
ator General  as  accomplices'  in  the' 
crime,  transmitted  to  the  Court  of  Cas- 
sation, on  the  first  day  of  last  No- 
vember, the  records  of  the  case,  to- 
gether with  his  opinion  that  the  de- 
fendants were  severally  guilty..  The 
Court  of  Cassation-,  having  heard  the 
opinion  of  the  Public  Procurator  Gen- 
eral, determined,  on  the  ninth  day  of 
the  same  month,  that  the  case  Should 
be  publicly  tried  in  the  said  court,  and 
thus  this  caae  came  to  the  opening  of 
a  public  trial.  (See  Law  of  Construc- 
tion of  Law  Courts,  Article  65;  Penal 
Procedure  Law,  Articles  318  to  886.^ 
The  trial  proceeded  rapidly  snd  ori 
the  18th  Instant  Judgment  was  pro- 
nounced upon  Kotoku  and  25  others. 
Twenty-four  were  sentenced  to  death; 
but  afterwards,  by  special  grace,  In 
the  case  of  12  of  them  the  sentence 
was   commuted   to    life   Imprisonment. 

"The  closing  of  the  court  to  the 
public  on  the  first  day  of  the  trial 
has  given  rise  to  misapprehension  and 
suspicion.  But  national  law  com- 
mands the  exclusion  of  the  public 
from  the  Court  of  Cassation  when 
peace  and  good  order  might  be  en- 
dangered by  open  trial.  The  court 
may  do  this  even  In  any  ordinary  dan- 
ger; how  much  .more  la  a  ease  like 
this  which  seriously  and  radically  af- 
fects tho  welfare  of  the  entire  nation? 

"It  1*  to  he  noted,  however,  that  the 
above  exclusion  of  tha  public  only  ap- 
plies to  the  public  trial,  the  verdict 
and  the  *enteiiee  balng  publicly  ren- 
dered.

Permit  me  to  auggeat  that  every 
school   teacher  in    the   province   should 
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With  a  membership  of  180,  the  Over- 
seas Club,  which  was  recently  formed 
in  Victoria,  is  rapidly  advancing  In 
public  favor.  A  meeting  at  which 
there  waa  a  large  attendance  was  held 
last  evening  in  the  Board  of  Trade 
rooms,  and  It  was  decided  that  here- 
after the  club  should  meet  in  future 
on  the  second  Monday  of  each  month, 
the  annual  meeting  to  be  held  on  the 
second  Monday  of  each  January. 

Preparations  are  now  afoot  to  secure 
a   club   house,    this    task    haying   been 
delegated   to   the   principle    officers    of 
the    club.

The  sec- 
retary waa  able  to  explain  that  he  had 
fulfilled  the  requests  contained  In  the 
letter.      Another  communication   came 
from     the  Malay   States,     from   a   tin 
mining   engineer   who   wished    to    And 
out   about    the    engineering  profession 
In    British    Columbia.       He    has    been 
Informed.       Yet    another    letter    came 
frcm   a   resident   in   Michigan,   U.S.A. 
seeking    an     engineering     berth     here. 
He  also  has  been   furnished   with   the 
fullest    Information.     The   club,    there-

Now,  when  It  is  proposed  to  raise 
his  salary  let  us  be  honest,  both  with 
Mr.  Morley  and  the  ratepayers.  That 
Mayor  Morley  Is  In  many  respects,  a 
clever  man  with  many  estimable  quali- 
ties no  one  will  deny,  nor  will  anyone 
dispute  the  fact  that  he  spends  a  very 
great  deal  of  his  time  in  and  around 
the  city  hall.

When  the  steamer    Tees  was  return- 
ing  from   Quatsino   no   less   than  five 
poaching   vessels   of  the  Seattle   hali- 
but   fishing   fleet   were   sighted   using 
west  coast  harbors.     There  were  two 
at    the    whaling    station   at    Kyuquot,  1 
and   two  lying  off  the     Kyuquot  vil-  I 
lage,  and  another  was  seen  at  Clayo-  I 
quot-     These  vessels  are  permitted  i#»  ; 
enter  British     Columbia     ports     only 
under  stress  of  weather  and  are  not 
permitted  to  remain,  and  scaling  ves- 
sels which  go  into  Alaskan  ports  are 
not  given  the  privileges  taken  by  the 
Seattle   fishing     craft    in 
where  no  fishing  protection  officer  Is 
within    sight   to   see   that   the   law    Is 
not   violated.     There , is  absolutely  no 
protection.       The     K.estrel-'-a     vessel 
which  is  not  suitable  to  cruise  off  the 
west  coast  in  winter  weather — is  ly- 
ing in  northern  waters,  for  the  time 
being  vacated  by  the  fishermen. 
In  Parliament. 
On  January  20th.  Mr.  Q.  H.  Barnard 
M.  P.  for  Victoria,  brought  the  atten- 
tion of   the   Dominion   parliament   to 
the  poaching  by     United  tttates  fish- 
ermen    in     Canadian     waters.       The 
Colonist  had  a  reference    to  his  re- 
marks at  the  time.    The  following  Is 
the   Hansard   report:        Mr-   Barnard. 
I  would  like  to  call  the  attention  once 
more  of     the  Minister  of  Marine    and 
Fisheries   to     the  depredation,     regu- 
lar and  constant,  of  American  poach- 
ers  upon   the    fisheries   on  the  coast 
of  the  province  or  British  Columbia, 
and    more    particularly    on    the    west 
coast  of  Vancouver  Island.     I  brought 
this    matter   to   his    attention   on    the 
loth  of  December  last,  and  called  at- 
tention  to  an  article   which   had  Just 
appeared   In   the    Victoria   Daily  'Col- 
onist,' In  which  it  was  stated  that  of- 
ficers and     passengers  of  a     passing 
vessel   were  surprised  to  see  a  string 
of     light     extending     from     Raphael 
Point  to   Estevan. 

These  light  belonged  to  a  number 
of  American  fishing  vessels  engaged 
in  poaching.  The  minister  at  that 
time  betrayed  such  lamentable  ig- 
norance of  the  geography  of  the  lo- 
cus In  quo  that  he  got  the  fisheries 
of  Hecate  Straits  confounded  with 
those  on  the  west  coast  of  Vancouver 
island.  It  is  in  hope  that  the  minister  |  <  , 
has  since  become  better  acquainted 
with  the  question  during  the  recess, 
and  has  further  posted  himself  upon 
the  topography  of  the  country  and  of 
the  condition  of  the  fisheries  out 
there,  that  "  I  venture  to  bring  this 
matter  up  again  today.  I  may  say 
that  the  game  still  goes  on.  I  have 
extracts  from  our  own  press  and 
from  the  press  in  the  United  States, 
showing  that  what  is  complained  of 
is  not  an  occasional  raid  by  these 
fishermen,  out  is  a  systematic  busi- 
ness carried  on  by  a  number  of 
Americans  who  are  robbing  us  of  our 
fisheries  contrary  to  law.  I  propose 
to  read  a  few  extracts  which  will 
substantiate  this  position.  I  quote 
now  from  the  'Colonist'  of  the  ttth 
December: 

The  steamer  "Tees"  which  return- 
ed from  Quatsino  Sound  and  way 
ports  of'  the  west  coast  yesterday 
morning  with  SB  passengers 
snail  cargo,  including  glllhpne  and 
fertutser  from  the  whaling  stations, 
brought  new*  that  poaching  by  Uni- 
ted State*  Teasels  Is  being  continued 
off  th*  west  coast  of  Vancouver  is- 
land, where  the  poachers  use  the 
harbours  freely.  One  of  th*  fhthlng 
reesei*  was  tied  up  near  the  whaling 
station  at  Kyaanot  when  th*  steamer 
Teas"  passed,  and  another  was  in 
Sydney  inlet. 

Th*  Seattle   Trews,      a   newspaper 

published  la  the  city  of  Seattle  e*y-: 

Part  of  th*   anxiety   felt  over  th* 

safety  of  th*  Individual  vessel*  of  th*

caused  anxiety  about 
absent  from  port. 
I  would  Uk*  his  attention  to  be  giv- 
en for  a  moment  to  thl*  too:

-Corona,'  'Roosevelt.'  Northland.' 

The  Ida  May* 
possibly  will  be  detained  In  totting 
away,  as  she  has  to  have  a  new  en- 
gine Installed. 

That  Is  from  a  Seattle  newspaper 
and  Is  dated  the  88th  December. 
Again,  on  the  7tb  January  the  fol- 
lowing appears  In  the  same  paper, 
the  Seattle  Times.'  I  quote  from  the 
'Colonist*  of  January  7.  1911: 

The  Seattle  "Times"  of  yesterday 
tells  of  the  departure  of  another  fleet 
for  Sidney  Inlet."  The  "Times"  say*: 
The  schooner  'Wledllng  Bros.'  arrived 
In  port  last  night  with  45.000  pounds 
of  halibut,  one  of,  the  largest  catches 
recently  reported.  Together  with  the 
•Northland.'— 

The  'Northland'  Is  one  of  the  boats 
mentioned  In  the  'Times'  of  the  29th 
December. 

.   'Annie       Larsen'       and       "Sophie 

Jones,*  the  -Wledllng  Bros.'  is  prepar- 
ing  to     sail    again     for   the     flshintf 
banks.     It   is   expected   that   the  four 
vessels  will  get  away  from  port  some- 
time   tonight.        An    attempt    will    be 
made  first  to  fish  off  Cape  Flattery, 
but  If  the  weather  will  not  permit  the 
vessels   will    proceed   to   Sidney   InleJ, 
A  Constant  Increase 
I  submit  that  these  reports  show  that 
there  are  two  fleets  maintained  in  Seat- 
tle for  the  purpose  of  exploiting  these 
fisheries,  and  the  complaint  1  make  Is 
not  of*  the  occasional  raid  which  my 
friends  of  the  fishery  protection  ser- 
vice might  possibly  find  it  difficult  to 
deal  with,   but   of   the  systematic  and 
organised  business   in   which  there  is 
a   number   of   schooners   employed  all 
1  the  year  around.    It  is  an  outrage  upon 
I  the  people  of  British  Columbia  to  think 
tS     Li-,!    that  this  government  is  absolutely  un- 
'       p     l    '  able  to  cope  with  the  situation.    Some 
little  explanation  may  be  given  of  this. 
We  have    the  explanation   of  Captain 
Newcombe  of  the  Kestrel.    I  may  say. 
as  I  have  before  stated  in  this  house, 
that  the  Kestrel  is  an  ordinary  fishery 
cruiser  that  Captain     Newcombe    has 
time  and  time  and  time  again  told  the 
department  of  marine  and  fisheries  Is 
absolutely  unfit  for  the  service.    She  la 
too  alow,  she  is  not  properly  equipped 
and  is  absolutely  useless  for  the  ser- 
vice In  which  she  is  engaged.  Captain 
Newcombe  explains  the  reason  why  he 
l  did  not  go  to  the  west  coaat  of  Van- 
couver Island.     According  to  bis  own 
statement,  if  he  had  gone.  •  there,    he 
would  not  have  got  any  of  these  pir- 
ates, but  probably  would  have  driven 
them  away,  because  his  boat    is    too 
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W*  have,  thl*  y*ar.  Mr.  **» 
Hams,  Inspector  of  fiahsrlea. 
log  that  th*  Falcon  which 
to  be  kept  on  the  gerund, 
quate  for  th*  purpose.    W*  hav* 
thla  matter  taken  up  in  this  house  at 
various  time*  and  w*  had  a  moot  ad- 
mirable speech  made    by     Mr.  Sloan, 
then     member     for     Comox-Atlln.    hi 
which  be  went  fully  .Into  thl*  matter. 
We  also  had  a  epeedft  from  the  min- 
ister of  marine  and  Uaherle*  himself, 
on  the  subject,  which  will  be  found  in   ♦ 
Hansard     of  190S-7.     page     1777.     He 
state*  there: 

I  have  found  that  there  la  a  great 
deal  of  poaching  done,   especially  on 
the   western  coast  of  Vancouver  and. 
within  the  three  mil*  limit   If,  how- 
ever, we  have  not  the  right  to  go  out- 
side the  three  mile  limit     in     Hecate 
strait  and  Dixon  entrance,  I  think  w* 
should  adopt  the  policy  of  protecting 
our  Canadian  fisheries.     We  are  very 
glad  to  see  the     American    fishermen 
taking  so  much  Interest  In,  our  fisher- 
ies, but  at  the  same  time  it  Is  the  duty 
of  the  government  to     portect     those 
fisheries  and  keep  them  for  our  Can- 
adian citizens.    As  they  belong  to  us. 
they  should  be  exploited  by  us;  and  If 
American    fishermen    go    there    they 
should  at  least — as  has  been  done  In 
the  case  of  a  New  Washington  com- 
pany— give  us  as  much  benefit  as  pos- 
sible.   But  we  must  do  on  the  Pacific  I*. 
coast -what  I  have  said  should  be  done 
with  regard  to  the  Atlantic  coast     I 
am  free  to  admit,  however,  that  there 
seems  to  be  more     business     activity 
shown    by    Canadians    on    the    British 
Columbia  coast-    Our  financial  institu- 
tions have  been  Investing  large  sums 
there,  which  is  a  condition  of  affairs  I 
am  glad  to  see.     For  my   part,  I  am 
ready  to  take  all  the  necesary  steps  to 
protect  our  fisheries  along  that  coast. 
I  have  asked  my  colleagues  to  put  at 
the  disposal     of    my     depatrment  an- 
other boat,  a  cruiser,  which  should  be 
devoted  almost  exclusively  to  the  pro- 
tection of  our  fisheries.    A  sum  as  in 
the   estimates   for     that     purpose     on 
which  the  house  will  be  asked  to  vote; 
but  I  am  sure,  from  the  tenor  of  this 
discussion,  that  all  the  hon.  members 
will    be   glad    to   co-operate   with    the 
government  In  that  respect  and  give  us 
the  means  of  protecting  our  fisheries 
in  the  west,  as  we. aire  doing  in  the 
east.

The  Kestrel's  orders  have  been  to 
cruise  In  Hecate  straits,  and  although 
the  depredations  of  the  poaching  ves- 
sels on  the  west  coaat  of  Vancouver 
Island  was  known  to  her  officers  they 
were  unable  to  proceed  there,  because 
In  the  first  place  their  orders  were  ex- 
plicit to  remain  In  the  north  despite  the

Ha  well  se  British  Columbia's  Inter- 
est*, be  held  the  House  and  the  gal- 
leries In  an  absorbed  intensity  of  In- 
terest eeMom  to  be  noted  In  the  Pro. 
-vlDclsi  chamber,  which  was  for  once 
*o  still  but  for  the  Scottish  voice, 
*hat  a  plnfall  might  almost  have  been 
heard,  the  members  leanln*  forward 
on  their  desks,  many  with -hands  tup- 
ping their  ears  in  order  that  not  a 
single  syllable  of  the  o'er  strango 
story  might  be  lost  to  them. 

Incidentally  Mr.  Jardlne  told  of  his 
inherited  alllegance  to  the  original 
principles  of  Canadian  liberalism— of 
the  comic  opera  struggle  between  Mr. 
Brewster  and  himself  after  the  last 
elections  as  to  which  of  the  twain 
»hould  be  acknowledged  "leader"  of 
the  other — of  how  four  reasons  had 
been  advanced  by  '  Mr.  Brewster  in 
proof  of  his  (Mr.  Jardine's)  unfitness 
for  the  office,  these  being  that  he  had 
originally  been  elected  to  Parliament 
as  a  Labor- Liberal;  that  he  had  had 
no  business  education;  that  he  could 
never  hope  to  grace  the  seat  reserved 
for  the  Opposition  leader  at  Govern- 
ment House  functions;  and  that  he 
was  Incapable  of  spontaneously  taking 
on  the  Premier  or  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral In  the  House.  Mr.  Jardine  told, 
too,  of  the  Indignities  put  upon  him 
during  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurlers  visit, 
when  he  was  refused  an  Introduction 
to  his  party  Chief;  and  of  ."his  famous 
Jlstlc  battle  with  Hon.  William  Tem- 
pleman  at  the  Public  Works  Office  In 
Victoria  last  autumn,  when  the  Keil- 
.  eral  Minister  had  shoved  his  fist  in 
his  (Mr.  Jardine's)  face,  thereby  pre- 
cipitating for  himself  a  thrashing  ere 
that  interview  ended.  The  picture  of 
the  decisive  round  in  this  contest,  the 
victorious  combatant  painted  in 
glowing  words,  after  explaining:  how 
Hon.  Mr.  Templenrmn  had  called  him 
to  account  for  allegedly  "trying  to 
make  Siwashes  out  of  me  and  Ralph 
Smith." 

The  Jardine- Tcmpleman  battle  was 
quite  aside  from  public  matters,  al- 
though not  from  public  interest.  Mr. 
Jardine  touched  a  very  live  public 
wire,  however,  when  he  told  how, 
just  before  the  last  election,  he  had 
met,  with  certain  chiefs  of  the  prov- 
incial Liberal  party  and  •  Mr.  John 
Oliver,  their  at-that-time  leader,  and 
how  Mr.  Oliver  had  on  that  occasion 
produced  his  famous  "railway  map" 
with  a  variety  of  lines  depicted  in  red, 
yellow  and  blue. 

"But,  John,"  Mr.  Jardine  quoted 
himself  as  having  said  to  Leader 
Oliver,  "how  do  you  intend  to  con- 
nect these  lines,  with  a  trans-contlh- 
ental  system?"  With  that  he  looked 
up  at  me  and  he  said:  "John,  the 
fact  Is  that  Dick's  (McBrlde)  got  us 
skinned  to  death  before  we  start  in." 
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The  Jardine  expose  of  Liberal 
family  strife  was  brought  about  by  a 
circular  placed  on  each  member's 
desk  just  before  the  opening  of  the 
House  with  prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  Camp 
bell,  this  c'ffcuW'\ieciaring  on  the 
authority  of  a  resolution  of  the  Ex 
ecutlve  of  the  Liberal  association  of 
Esquimau  district  that  he  (Jardine), 
had  "stultified  himself  and  betrayed 
the  electors  of  Esquimau,"  and  as- 
serting; that  he  should  "In  common 
decency  and  propriety"  resign  his 
seat  In  the  House.  It  later  develop- 
ed that  these  circulars  had  been  dis- 
tributed by  one  of  the  House  pages 
upon  the  personal  request  of  Mr.  J. 
C.  Mocintosh,  secretary  of  the  Esqui- 
mau Liberal  association  and  recently 
elected  Liberal  organizer  for  British 
Columbia.  Mr.  Speaker  Eberts  direct- 
ed the  attention  of  the  legislature  to 
the  fact  that  suoh  action  as  that  of 
Mr.  Macintosh  constitutes  a  gross  In- 
fringement of  the  privileges  of  Par- 
liament, specifically  referred  to  by 
British  Parliamentary  authority  as 
both  a  "crime  and  misdemeanor"; 
and  it  Is  fully  to  be  expected  that 
cognizance  will  be  taken  of  the  Inci- 
dent by  the  House,  and  Mr.  Macin- 
tosh ilk  all  probability  summoned  to 
Its  bar  to  answer  for  his  conduct  and 
be  dealt  with  as  the  House  in  its  wis- 
dom may  deem  fit. 

No  comment  was  made  yesterday 
from  the  government  side,  either  up- 
on Mr.  Jardine's  unusual  deliverance 
or  upon  Mr.  Speaker  Eberts'  direc- 
tion to  the  "gross  breach  of  Parlia- 
mentary privilege."  as  Premier  Mc- 
Brlde had  been  obliged  to  absent 
hfonself  from  the  latter  part  of  the 
afternoon's  proceedings — missing  all 
the  excitement— and  It  was  apparent- 
ly thought  best  to  await  his  deter- 
mination of  the  steps  to  be  adopted  to 
vindicate  the  dignity  and  established 
privilege  of  Parliament. 

The  circular  which  was  the  text 
of  yesterday's  sensational  develop- 
ments  ip    Its   complete   text   reads   as 

"The  Esqulma.lt  Electoral  District 
liberal  Association,  J.  C.  Mcintosh, 
secretary. 

"Resolution  .  unanimously  adopted 
by  the  executive  of  the  Esquimau 
Electoral  District  Liberal  Association, 
Wednesday,  January    25th,    1911: 

>Whereas  Mr.  John  Jardine  accept- 
ed the  domination  of  the  Liberal 
party  as  their  candidate  In  the  prov- 
incial election  of  1909,  In  opposition 
to  the  policies  of  the  Conservative 
pa%ty  and  the  government  of  Mr,  Mc- 
Bride. 

"And  whereas  the  election  was  duly 
contested  by  Mr.  Jardine  as  a  Liberal 
and  he  was  then  elected  as  a  Liberal 
to  represent  Esquimau  Electoral  Dis- 
trict.

in  the  legislature  as  representing  Es- 
quimau Electoral  District  and  that 
his  name  be  struck  from  the  mem- 
bership roll  of  the  association." 
The  Breach  ef  FrlvUegs. 

Commenting  upon  the  action  of  any- 
one in  sending  such  a  com  numcatton 
to  members  of  the  nbj-w.  containing  •» 
it  does  references  to  Hie  course  of  a 
member  In  parliament,  j  well  Vnown 
parliamentary  authority  w.lt'.  after  the 
sittlnjt  yesterday  to   the  Colonist: 

"The  case  is  parallel  i">  that  of  a  dis- 
gruntled litigant.  dUPi-ttsed  with  what 
one  of  a  bench  of  Judtc  a*  n'ay  Ittvyi  sail, 
writing  to  brother  judges  and  declaring 
that  the  Judge  who  hu'.  displeased  Wm 
was  unfit  to  sit  on  the  tench.

Xdttls  Other  Business. 

The  proceedings  of  the  day — apa-'t 
from  the  vivid  Interest  given  them  by 
the  circular  arraignment  of  Mr.  Jar 
dine,  and  that  member's  and  Mr.  llrev.-- 
ster's  remarks  thereto — w  .  v»  coinpaic- 
tlvely  colorless.  The  Minister  of  Kin- 
ance  presented  a  return  of  tl.e  special 
warrants  signed  by  His  Ho  not'  the  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  between  the  dates  of 
the  6th  April,  1!*10  and  27th  January, 
inst.;  also  the  annual  report  of  the  bur- 
eau of  provincial  information.  The  bills 
to  amend  the  Constitution  Act  (by  pro- 
viding for  a  Ministry  of  Railways),  to 
create  a  Department  6'  Railways,  and 
consolidating  and  amending  the  Rail- 
way Act  In  the  manner  outlined  by  the 
premier  in  the  course  cu  the  session's 
opening  debate,  were  duly  introduced 
by  message  and  received  first  reading. 
There  were  also  Introduced  bills  pro- 
viding for  minor  amendments  in  ihe 
Benevolent  .Societies'  Act  an  '  the  Char- 
itable Institutions'  Act.  The  bill  re- 
specting sanitation  in  lumber  and  con- 
struction camps  and  the  bills  to  <itn>:i.d 
the  Oaths  Act  were  also  briefly  co  i  <i<l- 
ered,  both  receiving  third  and  final 
reading. 

As  the  motion  was  made  by  the  m'  i- 
tster  in  charge  (Hon.  Dr.  Young)  ftit 
third   reading  of  the  former  of  theae, 

Mr.  Parker  Williams  Inqulr-il  if  one 
of  the  purposes  of  this  act  was  to  pro- 
vide for  first  aid  to  injured  b;«rg  avail- 
able In  the  various  camps. 

Hon.  Dr.  Young  replied  that  It  was 
Intended  in  this  act  to  provide  for 
available  medical  attendance.  He  could 
not  say  whether  the  provision  Of  first 
aid  instruction  could  be  made  oblig.it- 
qry  under  this  act,  but  he  would  1m- 
form  the  house  that  it  was  the  inton- 
tion  to  adopt  the  principle  of  the  St. 
John's  Ambulance  Association  tlv.">ui;h- 
out  the  province — both  in  the  schools 
and  elsewhere. 

Mr.  Jardine's  question  of  prlvllifi^ 
came  to  the  fore  Immediately  <.  upon 
these  items  of  routine  business  being 
[disposed  '  of.  Premier  McBrlde':  leaving 
'ihe  house  as  the  member  for  Esquimau 
f«X»e-  -ts  ]«+»  place — being-  o]filged,  to 
catch  the  day  boat  for  Vancouver  on 
a    h'irried   and    purely   private    visit. 


Mr.  Jardine's   Statement 

"l  rise  to  a  question  of  privilege, 
Mr.  Speaker,"  said  Mr.  Jardine.  "I 
have  had  laid  upon  my  desk  here  a 
resolution  from  the  Esquimau  Elec- 
toral District  Executive  of  the  Lib- 
eral party.  I  think  it  is  my  duty  to 
my  constituency  and  to  the  country 
at  large  that  I  should  go  Into  this 
thing  in  detail,  and  I  do,  sir,  feeling 
the  responsibility  put  upon  me  as  a 
citizen  resident  for  twenty-seven  years 
in  British  Columbia;  and  so  far  as  I 
know  at  the  present  time  I  have  in 
that  time  never  contracted  any  in- 
debtedness of  one  dollar  in  my  busi- 
ness which  I  have  not  been  able  to 
pay.  I  think  everyone  who  knows  me 
will  tell  you  that  I  have  played  the 
part  of  an  honorable  man,  and  have 
done  my  humble  duty  as  far  fts  my 
powers  would  allow  me,  and  endeav- 
ored to  help  those  in,  need  at  all  times 
and  under  all  circumstances. 

"The  Plouse  will  have  to  pardon  me 
for  a  little  v  hile  while  I  go  Into  de- 
tails. Previous  to  the  Provincial 
elections  of  November,  1909,  I  was 
nominated  by  the  liberal  Convention 
of  Esquimau  as  Liberal  candidate  In 
that  district.  And  previous  to  that 
again,  In  1896,  I  fought  against,  the 
Conservative  government  on  the 
Manitoba  school  question  in  the  Do- 
minion election.  At  that  time  I 
thought  It  my  duty  to  do  what  I  could 
to  have  one  language  and  one  school 
In  this  Dominion.  I  was,  too,  identi- 
fied at  that  time  with  a  society  In 
which  I  had  pledged  myself  under 
oath,  and  In  the  fulfilment  of  that  oath 
I  was  obliged  to  consider  it  right  to 
take  the  course  I  did.  Up  4o  that 
time  I  gave  my  adherence  to  the  Lib- 
eral principles  that  I  had  inherited 
from  my  father,  which  are  the  prin- 
ciples that  I  believe  must  ultimately 
prevail  In  government  for  the  greater 
good  of  humanity. 

"Then  I  come  to  this  scurrilous, 
contemptible  resolution  that  I  find  on 
my  desk.  Knowing  who  is  respon- 
sible for  this,  It  comes  as  no  surprise 
to  me,  because  I  know  the  principles 
of  this  secretary,  J.  C.  Macintosh."  Mr. 
Jardine  detailed  some  personal  busi- 
ness relations  between  himself  and 
Mr.    Macintosh, 

The  Eleetien  map 
Continuing,  he  said:  "It  is  a  painful 
duty  for  me  to  go  into  all  these  de- 
tails, but  you  know  that  in  1910  we 
had  an  interesting  election  campaign, 
and  you  remember  the  celebrated  map 
drawn  by  our  then  leader,  Mr.  John 
Oliver.

Mr.  Oliver  came  near  here  to  talk  the 
matter  over  wi»n  'a  fan*  of  us,  and' 
wnea  we  had-  gone  through  the  map 
and  heard  want  be  had  te  any  about 
railways,  I  en**:  "Bat,  Jonn,  how .  do 
yon  intend  to  connect  these  lines  with 
a  transcontinental  aystamT  With 
that  no  looked  up  at  me  from  where 
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w«  must  put  the  best  face  on  It,  but 
how  do  you  propose  to  get  across 
Vancouver  Island?*  He  said;  'That 
is  a  simple  matter.'  and  he  dipped 
his  brush  Into  his  colors  and  drew  a 
line  across  from  Albernl  to  'Victoria. 
It  was  a  simple  matter  to  build  rail- 
ways that  way.  (Renewed  laughter). 
After  that,  as  you  all  know,  the  elec- 
tion came  off,  and  the  only  Liberals 
elected  were  the  member  for  Albernl 
and  myself. 

Aftsr  ths   Elsetion 

"After   the   elections   I   found   myself 
financially   straightened  as  a  result  of 
my    services       to    the    Liberal       purty. 
Now   let   me   tell   you    what   took   place 
In  regard  to  the   whole  tiling  up  to  the 
time    the    House    met— that    was    the 
first    House   after      the    elections:      My 
friend,     Mr.    Brewster,    had    two    trips 
to    Ottawa.       The    last    time    he    went 
down    ostensibly    to    try    and    nrrangc. 
matters.      When   he  got  back   he  rang 
me  up  over  the  'phone.      I  said:   'Well, 
Brewster,    is      that    you?'       He      said: 
'John,  I  want  to  see  you.      Can  I  make 
an  appointment  with  you  in  the  morn- 
ing!'    I  said:   'I  don't  want  to  come  in 
twice,   and   I    shall    have   to    be   at    the 
House    in    the    afternoon.'       He    said: 
'All   right.      I   will   see  you   before   the 
House    meets.'       I    came    over    in    the 
afternoon   and   came   into   the   corridor 
and  one  of  the  pages  said  to  me:   "The 
Provincial  Secretary  would  like  to  see 
you.'       I    said,    'Where    is    he,"    and    he 
told   me,   in   his  office.    I   turned  to  go 
to      the    Provincial    Secretary's      office 
when    I    met    Dr.    Young,    and    he    said: 
'Mr.    Jardine,     we    would    like    you    to 
second     the      motion     that     you,     Mr. 
Eberts,    be    elected    Speaker.       I    said    I 
would   be  glad   to  do  so.       After  that   I 
met    Mr.   Brewster  and   told   him   what

I  have 
been    for    twenty-seven    years    in    this 
country  and  I've  given   ten  of  the   best 
years  of  my  life   to   the  promotion   of 
measures  in  the  interests  of  the  peop- 
ple.'       I   said:     1   am   a    member   of    the 
Executive    of    the    Liberal    Association 
of  the  Province  and  also  President  of 
the     Esquimalt      Liberal      Association, 
and  I  think  this  job  ought  to  be  given 
to   me.'      He   turned   round    to  me  and 
he  said:    "Well.  I  don't  know.'      I  said: 
'Brewster,    it's    just    this    way — 1    think 
It's  coming   to  me.'       He   said:    'I   think 
I'm  entitled  to  It.'      I   suld:    'What  have 
you  got  against  me?'      He  said:   'In  the 
first      place    you      were    elected      as    a 
Labor-Liberal.'      I   said:    'That  is   true, 
but  that  isn't  going  to  debar  me  from 
aqy   position   in  the  Liberal   party/    He 
sa^d  there  were  four  objections  to  my 
leadership.      That   was  the   tlrst.    'The 
next    one    was    that    l    had    not    had.  a 
business   training.       I    said:    'No,    I   am 
a    common,    everyday    painter,    but    I'm 


n->t  afraid  to  handle  the  brush  with 
any  man  in  British  Columbia.'" 
(Laughter). 

Mr.  Brewster  here  rose  to  offer  an 
objection, 

"Mr.  Speaker,"  said  he.  "it  strikes 
me  that  all. this  is  somewhat  out  Of 
order.  But  If  the  honorable  gentle- 
man Is  to  be  allowed  to  go  on,-  I 
should  like  to  know  if  I  may  be  offered 
opportunity  to  reply.  otherwise,  I 
wish  to  interject  some  Interruptions 
as  he  goes  on." 

Mr.  Speaker  remarked  that  the  en- 
tire Incident  was  somewhat  out  of  the 
ordinary,  but  as  the  member  for  Al- 
bernl had  been  mentioned,  he  thought 
It  would  be  but  right  that  he  should 
be  afforded  opportunity  later  on  for  ex- 
planation or  reply. 

Mr.  Jardine  thereupon  continued:

B.  Jackson,  a  solicitor  of  Victoria, 
came  over  to  me  here  from  where  he 
was  sitting  over  near  the  door  and, 
placing  his  hand  on  my  shoulder,  he

Sir  Wilfrid  I^aurier  came  out 
to  the  coast  last  year,  and  I  was  Invit- 
ed by  the  Liberal  Association  of  Van- 
couver to  meet  him  in  that  city.  1 
went  over,  and  there  at  the  depot  Mr. 
John  Oliver  came  over  and  shook 
hands  with  me,  and  when  the  train 
came  along  Mr.  Templeman  stepped  off 
and  shook  hands  with  Mr.  Oliver,  and 
then  reached  over  and  shook  hands 
■with  me.  Quite  a  number  of  Van- 
couver gentlemen  rushed  into  the  car 
to  welcome  Sir  Wilfrid.  I  was  follow- 
ing Mr.  Oliver,  who  was  Invited  to  go 
over  and  shake  hands  with  Sir  Wilfrid, 
and  when  he  returned  he  met  me,  and 
we  followed  up  the  procession  of  auto- 
mobiles.

William  Henderson,  of  the  public  works 
department,  to  go  and  see  the  mint.

He  was  as  close  to  me  as 
the  finance  minister,  where  he  is  sit- 
ting now.  I  stood  there  while  they 
were  shaking  hands,  and  afterwards 
Mr.  Martin  and  I  went  to  dinner  at  the 
Vancouver  hotel.  Mr.  Martin  asked 
me  what  I  thought  of  Sir  Wilfrid,  and  j 
1  said.  'Joe.  I  haven't  been  introduced  , 
to  the  prime  minister  yet.'  He  said:  j 
'How  I  missed  it!  You  know,  John,  I 
would  have  introduced  you  at  once  if 
I  had  known. 

"Well,  I  went  to  the  meeting  tliat 
night  and  sat  back  in  the  audience.  The 
next  day  when  I  was  going  to  the  bout 
I  met  Mr.  Pound  and  he  Bald 
to  me,        'well,        what        do        you 

think  of  the  chief,  John?'  1 
said  'I  have  not  had  the  pleasure  of 
meeting  him.'  'Is  that  so?'  ho  said,  'I'll 
try  and  get  some  one  to  introduce  you." 
and  he  went  and  brought  Mr.  Uraham, 
the  Minister  of  Railways  with  one  or 
two  others,  and  some  members  of  the 
Liberal  Association.  They  asked  me  j 
how  everything  was,  and  I  said.  'I  nov-  i 
er  got  such  treatment  in  my  life.'  I 
said  'I  did  not  think  it  possible  1 
should  get  such  treatment  at  Sir  Wil- 
frid Laurlcr'u  reception.'  I  was  intro- 
duced to  Sir  Wilfrid  the  following  day 
— by  the  Lieutenant-Governor.  I  was 
at  the  KmpresB  Hotel  in  the  morning 
and  when  I  got  there  I  met  Mr.  Pound 
again,  and  he  introduced  me  to  Mr.Mac- 
donald.  from  Nova  Scotia,  and  one  or  I 
two  others,  and  they  asked  me  how  the 
Liberal  Association  was  getting  along, 
and  I  said  that — oh,  well.

Mr-.  Jardine:  "You  Interrupted!" 
,  Mr.  Brewster:  "I  didn't  Interrupt  ex- 
oept  by  permission.  It  appears  his  feel- 
ings were  hurt  because  he  didn't  get  an 
Introduction  to  ths  Rt.  Hon.  Sir  Wilfrid 
Laurler.  and  he  says- 1  objected  to  hie 
leadership.  I  will  leave  it  to  soy  Intelli- 
gent man  In  this  House,  after  the  speech 
that  he  has  just  delivered,  if  my  Judg- 
ment of  his  qualities  for  leadership  was 
not  absolutely  correct.  Would  anybody 
care  for  the  leadership  of  a  man  who 
would  make  such  a  speech  as  that?

— Trading  re- 
flected no  well-defined  trend  on  the 
■took  exchance  today  mntll  the  after- 
noon session,  when  there  was  a  brisk 
upward  movement.  Throughout  the  re- 
mainder of  the  session  the  market 
showed  decided  strength.  Gains  wero 
well  maintained  to  the  close,  which 
was  firm  at  a  level  well  above  the 
final  prices  of  last  week. 

Railroad  issues  were  especially 
strong,  and  in  this  connection  much 
emphasis  was  placed  on  December  re- 
ports of  a  number  of  the  largest  sys- 
tems. The  Hill  and  Harriman  stocks 
were  particularly  strong  and  active,  and 
Reading,  St.  Paul,  Lehigh  Valley  and 
New  York  Central  all  responded  to  the 
upward  movement. 

Northern  Pacific's  December  returns 
were  conspicuously  favorable,  with  an 
Increase  of  net  Income  of  $84,000  and  in 
operating  revenue  of  1044,000.  Union 
Pacific  reported  an  increase  of  $379,000 
in  net  for  December,  and  Southern  Pa- 
cific an  increase  of  99,000  for  the  same 
month.  Although  the  gain  for  Southern 
Pacific  was  only  nominal,  Its  showing 
was  encouraging  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  for  the  half  of  the  year  there  was 
a  decrease  In  net  of  91,841,000. 

United  States  Steel  was  under  pressure 
during  the  morning,  as  were  others  of 
the  active  issues,  but  recovered  later 
and  crossed  79.  Forecasts  of  tomor- 
row's quarterly  report  of  the  steel  cor- 
poration contain  in  the  prediction  that 
earnings  for  the  last  quarter  of  1910 
will  prove  to  have  been  less  than  990,- 
000,000,  and  that  December  earnings 
may  have  fallen  below   98,000,000. 

Copper  shares,  which  have  been 
shrinking  In  value  under  the  unfavor- 
able influence  of  trade  reports,  were 
stronger,  Almalgamatt-d  Copper  advanc- 
ing a  point. 

The  feature  of  the  bond  market  was 
extensive  trading  in  New  York  City  4  % 
per  cent,  bonds.  Two  blocks  of  91.000,- 
000  were  sold  at  101V4@101%.  The 
market  was  firm.  Total  sales  (par 
value),  93,266,000.     United  States  bonds 

were  unchanged  on  call.
